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Theft Points Need

Last week over $600 worth of personal property was 
stolen from a car on a Sacramento State College parking lot 
in the most dramatic of several recent thefts on the campus. 

This spectacular burglary climaxed a series of lesser 
crimes which mostly consisted of hub-cap stealing and the 
like. It also points up a fact which should be obvious to 
most students—unguarded property is no longer safe on 
this campus. 

When Sacramento State College first moved to the 
campus by the American River in the spring of 1953, thefts 
of this kind were rare indeed. SSC students had an unwrit- 
ten agreement to respect each other's belongings. It was 
perfectly safe to leave cars unlocked, and in fact, to leave 
the keys in the ignition. In four short years, the situation 
has changed. There is now some danger of theft even if cars 
are left locked. 

There is one question about the most recent and most 
dramatic campus theft which should not go unanswered. it 
is, “Where were the campus police when the incident 
occurred?” It is significant that they were no where around 
despite the fact that there was a play going on at the Little 
Theater and the parking lot was full of cars. The campus 
police are undermanned for the job of patrolling Sacramento 
State College at night. They apparently have only enough 
personne] to give parking citations during daylight hours. 

The size and authority of the campus police should be 
increased, and they should assume the duty of effectively 
guarding the campus after dark. With the present system 
of policing, SSC should congratulate itself that it waited 
this long for its first grand larceny. 

There is one alternative to increasing the size of the 
police force. If SSC students would be careful to watch their 
own belongings and leave the other fellow’s alone, there 
would be no need for such an action, but if this cannot be 
accomplished, the only answer is more effective police 
protection. 

Thanksgiving 1956 

Next Thursday, Americans wil) celebrate the most 
American of all national holidays, Thanksgiving. For some 
it will mean little more than a day off from college or job, 
but for others it will bring thoughts of a great American 
dream which forged a great nation. 

Thanksgiving is the symbol of America’s national self 
confidence, and America’s confidence is something higher. 
It was that confidence which caused the early Americans to 
take the step of breaking with England, and it has been that 
confidence which has kept. America great ever since. 

By the time Thanksgiving became a national holiday in 
1863, Americans already had much to be thankful for. And 
they had already developed a national superiority complex 
which eaused them to say, and mean, “I can like any man 
in the house.” 

If they will only take time to think about it, Americans 
will have a great deal to be thankful for next Thursday, but 
perhaps the most important single thing for which they can 
give thanks is that they are Americans.

The conference is all over but the shouting as far as 
most teams are concerned. Humboldt State and the Cal 
Aggies are in a tie for first with with a four and one record 
each. San Francisco State still has a chance to tie by bheat- 
ing Chico State this week. If they do, and they should, the 
FWC will have three winners, which is about as close as 
it can get to being balanced. 

There was only one real weak sister in the league, that 
being Nevada who failed to win a game. They tied Chico 
State. 

Some could classify the Hornets in the weak sister 
classification. They were trounced by both Chico and San 
Francisco but on the other hand two of the winners, Hum- 
boldt and the Cal Aggies won by small margins, 20-19 and 
32-26 respectively. 

Nevada came close to tying the Hornets but the game 
wasn’t as close as the score showed. 

Dave Strong, Hornet coach, said that the seasonal 3-4-1 
record was, “a creditable showing for this group of kids. 
We're better this year but we’re hurting offensively.” 

What constitutes a good offense is debatable. My view- 
point is that a team that averages more than 18 points a 
game, as the Hornets did for six games prior to the San 
Francisco fiasco, is doing pretty well offensively. 

Strong’s memory on this point must be short. Or, 
possibly his team must average 30 plus points a game, a la 
Oklahoma, to be good offensively. 

The defense has been comparatively weak all season. 
The Hornets have failed to live up to the adage that the 
best defense is a good offense. In the last five games, 
against college competition, they have failed to hold ateam 
under 20 points. They held Alameda naval air station score- 
less and Nevada should have been held te 12 points.

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Many Jobs Open 
To SSC Students

Many students who registered 
at the Sacramento State College 
Placement office have been 
placed in jobs. However, almost 
250 students, desirous of obtain- 
ing employment, are still regis 
tered with this office and new 
applicants are making appoint- 
ments for interviews each day. 

To date there have been 
about 1000 employers who have 
utilized student help from SSC. 
There has been a wide variety 
of positions filled by students of 
SSC, such as assembler of toys, 
butcher’s assistant, bartender, 
dictician, fry cook, grinder, lum- 
ber handler, morticians helper, 
musicians, nurseryman, post hole 
digger, pizza tosser, paste up 
artist, pastor , pilot, rose bush 
packer, singer, telegraph clerk 
weather observer, window trim 
mer, yard worker, zinnia picker. 

It is estimated that eight per 
cent of the students now register 
ed can work 20 or more hours a 
week between the hours of 8 
am. and 5:30 p.m. each day, 18 
per cent could work from 15 to 
20 hours, 11 per cent could work 
from 10 to 15 hours, and nine per 
cent from five to 10 hours. Ap 
proximately 50° per cent of the 
students registered at this time 
necd late afternoon and evening 
wark, ranging from 10 to 40 hours 
per week. 

Of the women registered 51 
per cent can type from 30 to 
115 words per minute, 11] per 
cent are stenographers, 10 per 
cent have had saies experience 
21 per cent have had clerical ex- 
perience (including operation of 
various business machines, filing. 
bookkeeping). 

Those not included in these 
categories have «indicated ex- 
perience as PBX operators 
laboratory technicians, teaching 
or tutoring, art work, poster 
making and sign lettering, restau- 
rant work, housework and baby 
sitting 

Of the men registered 52 per 
cent can type from 30 to &85 
words per minute, two per cent 
can take shorthand 33 per cent 
have clerical experience, 30 per 
cent have sales experience, six 
per cent accounting experience, 
13 per cent mechanical experience 
(including auto mechanics 
truck driving, ete.), 11 per cent 
ridio, radar and electronics, three 
per cent photography and 3 per 
cent in the areas related to engi- 
neoring
